Deer will feed in the hills and 
far from hum an beings just as long 
as they can find food, but when heavy 
snows cover all vegetation then they 
"ome closer to the sotltenionts 
and 
towns in search of fodder. 
It is 
at 
uch tim es as this th a t trap p e r watch 
for them and lay their plans accord- 
ngly. 
The trapping is not done the 
first tim e the 
fleet 
footed 
animals 
come closer to civilization 
from

hills, but is a gradual m atter of of­

MOUNT OLYMPUS WILD 
AND HARD TO REACH 


Mount Olympus, which rises from 
the shore of the Gulf of Saloniki 
be­ 
tween 
Thessaly 
and 
Macedonia, 
Hanked on the south by 
the 
Pence 
River and on the north by the Vistrit- 
za (the ancient Haliacmon), is divid­ 
ed by Petra Pass and by the V'ale of 
Karyai nto thre segments or ranges— * 
the Ifiertian Mountains on the edge 
of Macedonia, Ix>w Olympus, 
whose 
slopes descend into the Vale of Tem- 
pe, and High Olympus in the center. 
A wild valley, which owes its name to 
the convent of Saint Denys, runs 
in 
almost to the base 
of 
the 
central 
peaks and to an almost impenetrable 
depth. 
It was here on 
these 
inaccesible 
summits that Hephaistos reared 
the 
fair dwellings where the gods 
drank 
nectar 
and 
ate 
ambrosia. 
Neither 
rain, nor winds, nor snow disturbed 
the cloudless ether about them. While 
the Fates engraved the destinies 
of 
humankind upon the brazen walls of 
their palaces, they watched the danc­ 
es of the Graces, varied at the dicta­ 
tion of the white ramed Muses. Seat­ 
ed on the steps of the throne of Zeus, 
Themis Justice) inspired his decrees 
and Iris, swift of foot, who never un­ 
laced her sandals, was her messenger. 
Thus life flowed 
on 
everlastingly 
for the 12 great gods and their court 
on the “holy and terrible mountain". 
Under the Macedonian kings 
the 
mountain passed from 
legend 
into 
history. 
In their struggles with the 
Greeks and Romans its barriers 
and 
passes played a contniuous role. 
It 
served them as the base of attack and 
as the base of defense; and only 
the 
unbelievable daring 
of 
the 
consul 
Marcius Philippus overcame the 
ob­ 
stacle. 
He dared the heights of Low 
Olympus and penetrated as far 
as 
the 
m>h with cavalry, elephants and 
baggage train, traversing steep slop­ 
es where the trees of the 
fallipeuce 
forest rose tier upon tier and 
were 
probably no smaller than the 
pines, 
beeches and 
chestnuts 
which again 
cover the whole landscafa* today. 
With this conquest, Olympus 
for 
centuries was merely 
a 
name. 
In 
Middle Ages a monk of the Meteora 
raised an altar to the Holy Trinity in 
a secluded valley I a* tween the 
peaks 
and founded the convent 
of 
which 
later he was to become the patron un­ 
der the designation of aint Denys. It 
was probably about this time that the 
Wallachian nomads drove their flocks 
to these pastures and gradually sub­ 
stituted stone houses for their usual 
hovels. 
William de Lisle's map of 
Greece 
published in 1707, shoiwng Olympus 
us Mt. Lac ha, indicated to what 
an 
extent geographically it had 
fallen 
into oblivion. 
It was not until it be­ 
came the last refuge of the mountain­ 
eers w h o refused to bow beneath 
the 
Turkish yoke that mythology definite­ 
ly surrendered the mountain to reali­ 
ty. 
Restored thus to the klephtes, or 
Greek outlaws, the Armatoles (Greek 
mercenaries 
who 
fought 
for 
the 
Turks) found it an impregnable bar­ 


rier and as such celebrated it in their 
folk songs. 
But the habits of banditry, though 
originally enlistedi n a worthy cause, 
were not easily to be given up. 
The 
descendants of the 
Greek 
guerrillas 
(paliikars) who fought for independ­ 
ence ami held their Trukish masters 
for ransom, gradually 
turned 
their 
attention to the traders and travelers 
who were obliged to use the mountain 
passes. 
It is for this reason that to­ 
day, in the heart of twentieth century 
Europe, this great knot of mountains, 
passed evrey day hy 
vessels 
bound 
from 
Athens to Constantinople. 
is 
less known than most of Central A fri­ 
ca. 
Rising l»etween Greece and Tur­ 
key it was a safe 
refuge 
for 
the 
klephtes when soldiers were sent in 
pursuit of them. 
The only tem pta­ 
tion to penetration was the passion 
for exploration 
and explorers were 
comparatively rare. 
Sonnini, who w'ent to the orient hy 
order of Louis XVI in 178«); the E ng­ 
lish diplomat, Uquhart, in 18.'10; Heu- 
r.ey. the French aroheolngist, in 1855; 
the 
German 
geograpehr, 
Heinrich 
Bnrth, in 1862; the Englishman, Toz- 
er, in 1865; Goreeix, a member of the 
French school at Athens, 
in 
1869; 
Captain Gerstner, the Austrian, 
in 
1875— these adventurers successively 
assailed the slopes of Olympus, cross­ 
ing ridges and pealing some 
of 
the 
peaks, such as aint Elias and Sarai 
and lal, in the wake of Barth, report­ 
ed the unconquerable nature of 
the 
still viigin central peak. 
It was not 
until 11*04 and 1905 that Cvijic, a Ser­ 
bian geographer, again attempted the 
ascension of those 
mighty 
bastions 
where, as the old song has it, “each 
hush concealed a klepht”. 


Richter, a German ge<vgrapher, was 


to learn to his cost that the song did 


not lie. 
In three expeditions between 


1909 anil 1911 he made fruitless 
at­ 
tempts to scale the central 
height. 
On the occasion of the last assault the 
Lolios bandits fell upon ami murder- 
led the two gendarems who served him 
us guaids. 
He himself 
was 
taken 
1 prisoner nad held for 
ransom 
four 
months in the caverns. 
Finally 
the 
i Turkish government paid hte ransom 
¡and he was released. 
This adventure justified the warn­ 
ing of the engineers who were build­ 
ing the Athens-Saloniki line in 1907 
when they advised us not to attempt 
the ascent to which we had been lur­ 
ed by the grandeur 
of Olympus, 
as 
seen from the plains of Thessaly. 
After a visit to the Cyclades 
and 
C rete in 1911, we found ourselves in 
i Saloniki toward the end of July, 1913. 
We hail just crossed 
the 
lil>erated 
Epirus and the Hindus ami it was our 
intention to rejoin the Greek 
army, 
which had been victorious over 
the 
Bulgars, on the banks of the Struma. 
But cholera was raging in the ranks 
of the heroes of Kilkich and it was 
impossible to return to the front with 
.out being vaccinated. 
Two inocula 
tions were necessary at a week's in- 
terval; and it was in this 
week 
of 
enforced rest that wed ecided to make 
one attack on Olympus and ascend at

30, having made 
camp 
on 
the edge of the forest at a place call­ 
ed Petrostrunga, 
passing 
over 
the 
ridge wherep rohably before us the 
priests of Dion had gone to make sac­ 
rifices to Zeus and Hellos, we reach­ 
ed the littles tone chapel dedicated to 
Elias, 
the 
god's 
successor, whose 
dome rises to a height of several me­ 
ters. 
Below the chapel stretched 
a 
grassy valley, 
blue 
with 
gentians, 
perhaps the flowery 
meadows 
sur­ 
rounding the palaces where the gods 
savored a happiness 
as 
durable 
as 
their everlasting days. 
To the south a deep rocky tunnel, 
still filled with snow, separates Saint 
Elias from a vast rocky pile with ver- 
ticle needles. This rises to a hundred- 
odd meters and is the southernmost 
of the three central peaks. 
It is 
the 
Stephan” (crown) on the Kurz map 
and the throne of Zeus himself. 
Laden with 
two
